—One of the most dismal failures of the season 
theatrically speaking is Making Good, Owen 
Davis’ latest play, which was produced for the 
first time at the Fulton Theatre last night. 
The play is a melodrama; the scenes are laid 
in the woods of Maine.

Mr. Whiteside in the leading eharacter of the 
play. has a part that offers many opportunities 
for him to display h‘s ability. which he does 
in a most convincing manner. Another excellent 
portrayal is that of Henry Bergman, in the role 
of an elderly Japanese. Miss Florence Reed, as 
the adventuress, is at her best in a part of this 
kind. Miss Florence Fisher had ‘he only other 
female role. a small one, but which was well 
taken care of. 

The new play made a deep impression on the 
audience, and its power and the acting was 
very favorably commented upon by a majorty 
of the critics.

Theatrical Producing Managers Protest Against Amendment to 


Copyright Law Affecting Use of Copyright Plays—Keen 
Interest Shown by Theatrical and M. P. Magnates 


New York, Feb. 12 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Rapid and effective steps have been 
taken by the National Association of Theatrical 

ucing Managers during the past week in the 
form of a meeting to prepare immediate action 
to prevent the Townsend bill, an amendment on 
the copyright law. from taking effect. Although 
the conflict between the motion picture inter- 

and the producing managers has been one 
of long eta over the present royalty con- 
ditions, it promises to result in a decision 
which will prove to be of country wide inter- 
eat. 


Representative Townsend has been urged 
on in his decisive amendment by the Edison 
Company from which district be halls. The 
proposed proviso which Representative Town- 
send is about to enact is as follows: 
“Provided, That in the case of an infringe- 
ment of a dramatic or dramatic musical com- 
Position through or by means of motion plc- 
tures, talking mechines, phonogra . or other 
mechanical devices, or combinations thereof, 
. In the judgment of the court, the in- 
fringement could not reasonably have been fore- 
seen, the recovery by the copyright proprietor 
shall not exceed the sum of one hundred dol- 


Or, in a word, the amendment seeks to change 
the prevailing bill causing the motion picture 
companies liable to $100 for the first and $50 
for each ensuing performance of a copyrighted 
play to ‘‘the recovery by the copyright proprietor 
shall not exceed the sum of $100."

Curtiss Hydro-Aero- 


plane Interests French 


The first successful demonstration of a hydro- 
aeroplane in Burope was made February 6, on 
the Mediterranean near Nice, France, by Hugh 
Robinsen, the American aviator, using the latest 
type of Curtiss hydroaeroplane. The machine 
which Mr. Robinson used was the one recently 
sold by the Curtiss Company to Louis Paulhan, 
the famous French aviator and aeroplane builder. 
Mr. Robinson has cabled the Curtiss office in New 
York City regarding his flights as follows: 

“I made the first flight today in demonstrating 
the hydro purchased by l’aulhan, at Juwh les I’Ins, 
near Nice. The demonstration was a perfect 
success, and in the course of a thirty minute flight 
I alighted upon the water at least a dozen times 
and arose with perfect ease after each landing. 
The water was rough, many waves being as high 
as four feet. In spite of this, however, the 
alighting and starting was made without difp- 
culty or special incident. The flights attracted 
@ great crowd, and the enthusiasm displayed 
was remarkable. I have flown In many American 
cities, but nowhere did the enthusiasm of the 
people equal that of the crowds which witnessed 
the demonstration of the hydro here. Further 
demonstrations will be made at Nice, Monte 
Carlo and elsewhere. Great interest displayed in 
the machine.”

This was re- 
fused, and he walked out. 

Mr. Carr claims that his contract with Mr. 
Askin was for 35 weeks. at a salary of $450 
a week, and one of the s:ipulations of the con- 
trast was that he was to be ‘‘featured’’ In all 
advertising matter. This was done in the be- 
ginning of the engagement, but latterly bis 
name had gradually been dropped as much as 
possible, that it might not be missed when the 
second company went on the road. Feeling that 
his rights and interests were being jeopardized 
thereby. Mr. Carr claims that he demanded 
from Mr. Askin the alternative of an increase 
of $150 a week in salary for the remaining ten 
weeks of his contract, or an adherence to the 
“feature’’ clause of his con ract.

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SPOKES IN THE WHEELS 


Burlesque News of Managers, 


Agents and Performers on Both 


Circuits, Gathered from Here and There and Everywhere, 
Especially for Publication in The Billboard. 


By SYDNEY WIRE. 


burlesque theatres get as much ventilation 
a mOceenany to keep their closed-up inte- 
riors germ free and its atmosphere sweet and 
clean? The wheel burlesque bouse gives two 
performances daily, including Sundays, in all 
cities west of Cleveland. In most of these the 
doors are closed tight after the night perform- 
ance and are not reopened until a few minutes 
before the rising of the curtain for the matin- 
ees on the day following. It is true that they 
are, more or less, carefully swept and uusted, 
and the clouds of bacterial energy allowed to 
ascend in huge palls to the highest dome, so 
tha: when the janitors and cleaners have ceased 
to disturb the solitude. and have put away their 
brooms and dust cloths, it reawakens and 
slowly but surely descends to a new resting- 
lace. 
' In how many theatres do we find any‘hing like 
a sanitary ventilation system, and in how many 
do we find suction fans, whiih are now being 
used in all large department stores to cleanse 
the atmosphere while the employees and cus- 
tomers sleep? In ‘he theatre, in many cases, 
smoking is allowed, while it is seldom that a 
door is suffered to remain open during the per- 
formance, owing to the intrus‘on of cold 
draughts or street noises, while the capacity of 
the .beatre, referring particularly to burlesque, 
ia usually taxed to capacity, its human contents 
being packed in like sard‘nes in a box and only 
to be emptied to be again refilled with a new 
cargo of fume-exuding humanity. 


If it is essential tha: the large store, with 
its many doors and entrances, which are :on- 
stantly veing opened and closed, and w..h its 
satisfactory and modern ventilating appliances, 
not to mention its many other sanitary advant- 
ages over those of the average burlesque theatre, 
it is surely doubly necessary that the burlesque 
theatre should receive a little at‘ention in 
this particular direction. The above should ap- 
ply not alone to the front of the theatre and its 
auditorium, but to the stairways, hallways. bal- 
conies and galleries, and last, but not least, .o 
its under stage cellars and dressing rooms, 
where suffering chorus girls, and for that mat- 
ter principals, are often huddled together in a 
most unsanitary and often suffeca‘ing manner. 
Yes, there are lots of room for improvement in 
the sanitary condition of many of our theatres, 
and the sooner a little attention {s paid to the 
matter the better. 


One of the most widely known chara:ters in 
the burleseue business is good-natured ‘‘Babe’’ 
Griffin, who, altho only a chorus girl, is a good 
one. She looks well. knows how ‘to make up, and 
is always full of life. Off the stage she is a 
good-tempered, generous, happy-go-lucky ‘‘good 
fellow.’ and ‘s loved by all who know her. She 
has been identified with a dozen different shows 
on both wheels, and is at present with Rose 
S8ydell's London Belles.

Instead 
of being an all-woman’s bill, or an old-timers 
bill, this week it is an all star, new act en- 
tertainment, none of the turns presented hav- 
ing appeared in or about New York before. 
So foreign is the general environment of this 
house to that of many of the popular Man- 
hattan two-a-day centers, both in regard to the

tone of acts appearing and the Fifth Avenue 
following, that the test of quelity of each per- 
former is brought out and appreciated, alto- 
gether making competition keen and applause 
rightly placed. 

Promptly at 8.15, with the S. R. O. sign in 
evidence and lobby well crowded, La Vier ap- 
peared with a trapeze act in which he performs 
unusually difficult mid-air feats while swinging 
far above the heads of his audience, The act 
lasts 20 minutes and should go well as an open- 
er on any first-class bill. LaVier works hard 
and fast and wastes’ no time, closing te rounds 
of good solid applause. 

Dave Claudius and Lillian Scarlet effer a novel 
banjo act entitled A Call of the Sixties. Not 
many seasons have passed when the banito held 
a prominent part on any of the bigger bills, but 
now the piano has filled its place leaving the 
banjo as almost a novelty. The team use slides to 
help them popularize the old-time tunes, which 
are sung and whistled by both young and old 
through the house. The team closes to many 
curtain calls. 

Chas. Lawler and two daughters, Mable and 
Alice, ofer an oddity in character studies which 
entails full stage, special drop. many changes 
and plenty of hearty iaughs. The act is orig- 
inality in itself, both daughters having sweet 
voices and being blessed with good looks and 
wide scone of expression, which they use to ad- 
vantage in their impersonations of Irish and 
Italian street life. Single numbers serve well 
for a study, while the costume changes are fre- 
quent. As character acts go now-a-days, this 
one should fit comfortably on the bigger time. 

Fred Warren and Matt Keefe, billed as The 
Comedian and the Yodler, were the weak spots 
in an otherwise flawless bill. One of the team 
works blackface with comedy, while his partner 
attends to the straight work. In a word, their 
nambers are all too old for successful use, as 
are their feature jokes. As a Yodler, Matt 
Keefe deserves mention, possibly, because there 
is so little competition in that line of work. 

Presenting a cleverly constructed comedy 
sketch, for which the agent-producer, Arthur 
Hopkins, is responsible, Mrs. Louls James uses 
Holding a Husband, in which a wife devises a 
bright scheme to retain her husband, who thinks 
he loves another. The sketch is well costumed 
and well acted by all three in the company 
Twenty-five minutes are occupied while the fun 
goes on and many npward trips of the curtain 
are necessar~ when Elwood Bostwick, embracing 
his wife says, ““‘You may now let down the 
eurtain.”’ 

Miss Minnie Allen offers more music as well 
as the ever In demand plano in fifteen minutes 
of Songalogne. With four selections, featuring 
a novel song. Life in'a New York Fiat, Miss 
Allen seemed to please, and proved her popn- 
larity when she closed with her conceptions of 
varions estimations of a kiss, 


Although Robinson Newbold and Marie Gribbin 
were let down Inte spot J, they occupied a de- 
sirable place on the bill when they offered imita- 
tion and more sengs. Raymond Hitchcock, Rich- 
ard Carle and Perey Knight came in for their 
share of characterization, while Miss Gribbin 
used her rich and voluminons voice in rendering 
selections. which were well adapted to it. It 
may be well to state that Mr. Newbold was 
until recently with Lula Glaser, where he fea- 
trred as a comedian, and Miss Gribbin has re- 
cently come from a stellar part at the Hippo- 
drome. 

The Hanlon Pros. and Company of four came 
bear the end with a farcical sketch, entitled, Just

Acts good and bad, short and long, all went 
to complete the up-to-daie fifteen act entertain- 
ment at Hammerstein’s Victoria Theatre this 
week, Although several of the stellar turns 
Were not exactly new to Metropolitan theatre 
goers, three attractions absolutely fresh from 
the paint shop, inject enough life into the bill 
te place it on par with the standard of Ham- 
merstein entertainments. 

Whether Willie Hammerstein’s or Aaron Kest- 
ler’s persuasive remarks took any effect on the 
Monday audiences, the fact remains that at least 
two thirds of the lower floor was occupied at 
curtain time, when LaTell Bros., billed as 
number three, opened the show with an acrobatic 
act. The LaTell Bros. pass the greater art 
of their valuable time in anything but real 
applause-winning feats. 

The Red Sox Quartette enlivened the bill with 
ball costumes, smiles and real popular songs. 
The four athletic young ball tossers are all 
good standing members of the Boston American 
Base Ball team. (Reviewed elsewhere in The 
Billboard). as are the Russian Imperial Court 
Balalaika Orchestra of twelve who followed 
with selections carefully rendered and well 
chosen. 

The Careless Sophomore which Harry Tighe and 
Co, of six are using as a scoring vehicle, con- 
tinued just as comical as ever. Mr. Tighe as 
the Sophomore, ‘“‘happy though in debt’’ and Bob 
Forrest, as the proverbial grind, drew their 
accustomed lion’s share of the none too gener- 
ous applause. 

Willie Weston went well 


in his pianologue, 
offering his usual 


interpretations of popular 
songs. Altogether he uses five numbers which 
include comedy and pathos, all artistic selec- 
tions, causing him to close to continued encores. 
This turn filled in nicely as the regulation 
piano act which tend to comprise a prominent 
part of the majority of small and big time 
bills this season. 


The Judge’s Son, a brand new act, with Hans 
Robert, who created the role of the son in Ed- 
mond Breese’s A Man of Honor, was the topic 
of discussion during the intermission which fol- 
lowed, and will probably go down as one of the 
season’s most popular dramatis playlets. (Re- 
viewed elsewhere in The Billboard). 

Wilbur Mack and Nella Walker opened up the 
second half of the bill with a light flirtation 
sketch in one. The breezy conversation and in- 
cidental smatterings of merry jests and quips 
took at once with their audience. For a light 
chatter song and dance act, two performers, who 
appear well and entertain, this skould fill in 
capably on any up-to-date bill. 

The Twelve Kaufman Girls handled their bil- 
cycles in old-time awe-inspiring manner, and 
held the undivided attention of the house during 
their entire performance, leaving the boards for 
Joe Welsh to appear as the original Jew comic. 
Welsh keeps the audience in convulsions with 
his original tales and complaints of domestic 
life. 

Bedini and Arthur are old-time favorites at 
the ‘‘corner house,’’ and smashed just as many 
plates as ever in their comedy juggling act. The 
act is about as it used to be, excepting that they

The act was well liked. Special notice is herein 
given those ever-popular two-a-day performers, 
The Courtney Sisters, for rendering their char- 
acter songs in their accustomed applause-win- 
ning manner. The Misses Courtney appear ino 
light bine and pink lace gowns, and although 
their respective lines of work are entirely dif- 
ferent. nevertheless, they enjoy an enviable rep- 
utation as being the tip-toppers of all Sister acts. 

The Four Kellys closed the bill with ‘a clever 
wire walking act.”’ The billing of this act is 
open to question, as actual wire walking was 
seldom accomplished, though many times at- 
tempted, while that ever desired adjective ‘‘clev- 
*" has no place in a description of The Four 
Kellys. 


Once past the first two acts on the Colonial 
bill this week there is smooth and pleasant 
running clear through to the end. The arrange- 
ment of acts and the quality of each individual 
offering are, with perhaps one exception, in- 
deed, without fault. It is a Little odd that the 
real headline <olors are seized by another act 
than the one billed for that honor. Billy Gould 
and Belle Ashlyn capture the prize from Rob- 
ert Edeson and Company, although the quality 
of the latter act is beyond question, and as a 
novel-y is in that class which rarely fails to 
please an audience. An exciting football story, 
in short, the second act of Mr. Edeson’s old 
success, Strongheart, is the offering Edeson and 
Company make, including an exciting football 
game played behind the scenes with the main 
pants of a thick plot unveiled before the aud- 
ence. 

The Robert Edeson act is reviewed under 
‘““New A:ts’’ in this issue, where due mention 
is made of its merits, so of the real headliner 
we will have the most to say. Gould and Ash- 
lyn are, of course, not new to New York aud- 
jences, but the peculiar cleverness of their 
act and the strictly vaudeville qualities of it, 
coupled with the advantage naturally gained 
from an act played by the writer and producer, 
render it especially fi:ted for a vaudeville house 
and bound to create a hit. Gould and Ashlyn 
are full of personality, and everyone knows 
what this means on the vaudeville stage, and 
they work harmoniously if ever any two perform- 
ers did. Songs. dances, monologues and dia- 
logues all go well, and .ostumes lend what sup- 
port they can. They work with one drop and 
with one change of costume. 

We will make little mention of the first two 
poor acts. Johnson’s Sambo Girls would be 
much better reduced to a single act by Edgar 
Connor. He is good, singing and dancing well. 
The res: of the company is superficial and do 
little which is either clever or pleasing. Mel- 
ville and Higgins compel attention because of 
the abruptness and open absurdity of the'r act, 
but they have a tiresome offering and one which 
contains very little cleverness. Burlesque type 
costumes which they wear are worthy of 2 little 
laugh from the empty-headed. These two people 
are <apable of putting on a better act. The 
sooner they change the better. 

Lolo, Little Billy, Tom Edwards, and The 
Bounding Gordons comprise the I'st of very 
splendid acts which accompanied those already 
mentioned. Lolo does the same wonderful 
mind-reading act she has always done, comment 
upon which is beyond the realms of vaudeville 
criticism. The fact that Lolo is there is 
enough to satisfy an intelligent audience, and 
judging from the sudden outbreaks' of applause 
Tuesday night there was no deficiency in tha: 
—e intelligence. 

ttle Billy had an early position on the bill, 
but if room ‘an be made on future bills nearer 


the end, he can well fill the position. He is 
billed as ‘‘Vaudeville’s Tin‘est Headliner.’’ 
and he deserved § the compliments. He 


does songs, recitations and dances and in each 
seems to excell his previous efforts. His cute- 
ness goes for a long ways, while cleverness can 
be very justly applied to all the different par‘s 
of his act. He has five changes of costume. 

Tom Edwards. as usual, gets the audience to 
screaming over his ventriloquism. His amusing 
lines far excell his ability as a ventriloquist 
in their pleasing effect. The andience really 
forge‘s that the act is what it is and langh 
over the funny things his dummy says. Not a 
minute of the time he is on the stage lacks in- 
tense humor, and everybody seems sorry when 
he goes off. 

Jere Grady and Company present The Butter- 
fly just before the intermission in this week's 
bill. Their act is, ag usual, amusng. but not 
deeply plotted nor running over with humor. 
It pleases as It goes, and neither mars nor 
adds to the bill in any appreciable degree, 

The Three Bounding Gordons close the show 
in a manner most amusing. They very adroitly 
combine exceptional skill with some very good 
humor, and get langh after laugh, fn addition 
to the applause rendered In appreciation of the 
difficulty they are overcoming. Their costuming 
and act are neat in the extreme, and withont 
doubt there is no more pleasing act on the bill.

BIOGRAPHY OF CHAS. A, MASON, 


German by birth—German by . De 
rect desrendant of the historic Teuton, as well 
as the fact that migration from hie fatherland 
did not take place until after bis birh, makes 
Charlies A. Mason, the German comedian who 
has added considerably to his laurels by his 
interpretation of the Sangerbund, a distinct hit 
in the Ziegfeld Follies of the present day, pre- 
eminently suited for his present calling. Ry 
investigation one thus readily discovers why 
it is that 60 pure a brand of German flows 
with rapid and unstemmed grammatic correct- 
ness from the lips of this man now foremost 
among German comedians. Mason was born in 
Durkheim, Germany, July 14, 1861, Toward 
the close of the Civil War in thie couutry the 
arents turned their attentions to America, and 
fn the summer of 1865 crossed the vcean and 
traveled the American continent as far as In- 
dianapolis, Ind., where Mr, Mason engaged in 
business, The son, Charles, was placed in the 
public schools, where he remained for about 
twelve years, in which time be acquired an edu. 
cation with rapid progress, In the year 1877 
however, it is recorded that Charles A. Mason, 
in conjunction with George West, presented a 
German big shoe acrobatic song and dance per- 
formance at the Metropolitan Theatre. his 
was his official footlight introduction, The suc- 
cess of the duo was immediate and led them to 
aspire to play the principal variety theatres 
throughout the West. The tour of the team 
came to an end in 1879, after which time Mason 
joined Jerry Cavana to form the team of Cava. 
na and Mason. The team traveled throughout 
the country, appearing at the principal variety 
houses. It was in this partnership that Mason 
made his first entrance into New York City. 
Both he and bis partner were persnaded to foin 
Billy Arlington's Minstrels, but after the first 
few weeks Cavana withdrew, thereby giving 
Mason his first portunity to score an indj- 
vidual success. e proved himself a capable 
end-man and comedian, and in short time was 
sharing equal honors with Arlington himself, 
at that time in his hey-day and a foremost min- 
strel. Then, for the next few years. Mason 
took up the duties of a principal comedian, and 
will be recalled as having figured prominently 
in the offering of Harry Robinson, ayes 
Skiff’s Californians, Whitmore & Clark's and 
Haverly’s Minstrels, His reputation seemed to 
be made in cork, and it looked as if Mason 
intended making no return te German comedy 
work. This suspicion was accentuated by his 
joining Dowling & Hasson in Nobody's Claim as 
black-face comedian in the year of 1886. He 
remained in this connection for five years, after 
which time he joined Oliver Doud Byron, spend- 
ing almost the same period of time here, In 
the year 1896 he joined Ward and Vokes, 
throngh which association he first made the ac- 
quaintance of Joe Kelly. Hap Ward, who im- 
mediately saw the versatility of the two come- 
dians, in conjunction with E. DPD. Stair aad 
George Nicolai, starred them the follewing sea- 
son in a _ specially written comedy entitled 
Who Is Who. It was in this show that Mason 
first conceived his idea of the German Sanger- 
bund. He afterwards starred in conjunction 
with Dan Mason in Rudolph and Adolph, also 
in Fritz and Sechnitz, his managers being 
Broadhurst and Currie, with whom he remained 
until the year 1907. He then went into vaude- 
ville with a sketch entitled The Onion Trust. 
His success In Are You a Mason, two seasons 
ago, as well as his individual performance in 
vandeville last season commanded the attention 
of Charlies J, Ross and Flo Ziegfeld, Jr, Their 
appreciation for bis line of work secured for 
him the present role he has in the Ziegfeld 
Follies of 1911. His work as the Dentscher 
leader of the Sangerbund has been credited by 
all critics to be one of the most clean-cut 
German comedy presentations ever placed before 
an audience. At the present time it ts under- 
stood that Mason Is being given favorable con- 
sideration by a producing firm as a star in a 
German comedy play to be built around him. 
The truth is indisputable that he has created 
a large following through bis work in the past 
and could wel] substantiate the Interest and 
faith that would place him in a stellar role,

THE WEEK IN LONDON 


Advent of Sir Herbert Tree into the Realm of Vaudeville the Topic 
of Conversation in Theatrical Circles— Marc Klaw 
Discusses New Moving Picture Machine 


The recent change about which I wrote to 
you, whereby for practical purposes the music 
halls—perhaps in this instance it would be move 
eorrect to gay the a theatres—have beep 
placed on an equality wit the legitimate thea- 
tres to all intents and purposes is still the prin 
cipal and almost the sole topic of conversation 
bere. And if anything further was needed to 
mark the change it was the immediate —e* 
ment of Sir Herbert Tree by the Palace ea 
tre, where he his company opened last 
Monday, 

I suppose notning could have marked so sig 
aificantly the revolution in variety theatres as 
this—the engagement of England's foremost 
actor. Anyone who remembers how but a few 
years ago music halls were places that were 
“taboo” by all respectable people can not fail 
to be impressed deeply by this new departure. 
F. Kinsey Peile’s dramatization of Rudyard 
Kipling’s story, The Man Who Was, was the 
piece chosen by Tree for this occasion, Most of 
us have long regarded this as his best character 
part and it would bave been difficult for him 
to have made a better choice. The story is fam- 
iliar of the old British officer, who, after forty 
years’ captivity as a prisoner of war in Siberia, 
escapes, and in appearance more like beast 
than man, almost bereft of speech and memory, 
stumbles on the quarters of his old regimen: 
in India. The manner in which he gradually 
eomes to recollect hig surroundings, his joy 
when he comes across and realizes a candelabra 
which he himself had presented to the regiment, 
his last dramatic toast, ‘“The Queen,"’ and his 
tragic death, were all represented with an in- 
tensity that gripped the audience like a vice.

land owe their popularity entirely to their 
‘variety.’ In fact their great appeal to their 
audience is the fact that they make no demand 
on the concentrated and continued attention and 
that a man can go out and miss an act or two 
and return and take up the entertainment to all 
intents and purposes where he left it. Con 
sequently to the average man, the idea that his 
favorite variety theatre is going to present him 
with several plays in an evening demanding his 
concentrated attention, is almost abhorreni. 
Still ‘there is very Little doubt but that the 
Managements concerned will bave the sense not 
to go the whole hog in this respect and they can 
always rely upon the fact that so long as they 
keep to one play lasting not much over forty 
minutes, as is the case with The Man Wh») 
Was they will always have their patrons with 


On the general question of music halls the 
views of Arthur Bouchier, the famous actor 
who bas himself just commenced an engagement 
thereon are exceedingly interesting. He sees 
little or no hope for the ‘‘old provincial thea- 
tre." There may be, he thinks, a future for 
the repertory theatre with a stock company in 
the provinces; but in the end he says that 
everything else will have to have to strike its 
flag before the modern music hall. His summing 
up of the provincial situation hits the mark 
very well. He says: ‘The dingy, ill-lighted 
and uncomfortably seated theatre, which under 
the direction, or misdirection, of a hydra-headed 
control, has hitherto dragged along a tired ex- 
istence will have to go by the board. Managers 
of these moribund places of amusement will 
find themselves outbid by their variety competi- 
tors who are now in a position to offer terms 
and attractions in every way superior to theirs. 
And so, when a big London success is to be 
sent on tour you may take it from me that the 
Preference will in almost every instance be 
given to the music hall rather than to the 
theatre,”’ 

Coming from Bouchier this opinion is very 
interesting but he only seems just to have real- 
ized the fact that for a long time—as I wrote 
to you a year or so ago—the greed and in 
capacity of the average provincial manager, 
coupled frequently with gross dishonesty, has 
compelled the touring manager in self-protec 
tion to play in the musie hall—taking out a 
special theatre license for it—and not only has 
he found the receipts better, but the audiences 
have been far more comfortable and satisfied. 

Apart from this the prospects for the variety 
theatres are more than interesting just. now. 
The Palladium furnishes the latest sensation, 
Mr. Walter Gibbons having entered into an 
arrangement with Mr. George Edwardes for 
the production of condensed musical comedies, 
Among the comedies to be presented are: The 
Duchess of Dantzig, with Miss Evie Greene in 
her original part of Madame Sans Gene; The 
mene Girl.

As I suggested 
in a previous letter, there has been consider- 
able eagerness manifested on the part of the 
general public to see this piece, and now that 
it bas had its premiere, there is more or less 
disappointment. 

One might, well nigh truthfully. say that 
Mme. Paquin, the Rue de la Paix dressmaker, 
created the play, while Abel Hermant and 
Mare de Toledo furnished the dialogue. For

the interest centers, not about the action of 
the piece so much as about the costumes paraded 
in it. Just to show to wha: an extent the 
dress idea permeates the comedy, I am going 
to cite below one of the criticisms of the work, 
a typical critic'sm by the way, instead of crit- 
icizing it in my own words. No one can accuse 
me of prejudice personally therefore. however 
much I might agree with the critics. Here it is: 

“The extraordinary display of b‘zarre frocks 
seen on the stage of the Vaudeville Thea‘re last 
night, at the production of the new play, Rue 
de la Paix, by MM. Abel Hermant and Mare de 
Toledo, has provoked lively indignation in the 
real Rue de la Paix. 

“The action of the play is laid in the dress- 
mak'ng salons, and enthusias‘ie reports herald- 
ing the marvelous display of gowns which were 
going to be seen, had led Parisians to await 
the dress rehearsal held on Sunday night, with 
breathless Interest. But general disappointment 
was caused by the daring color contrasts seen 
in some of the frocks, and now the real Rue de 
la Paix says that violence was done to the ex- 
qu'site taste in cut and hue for which Paris is 
famous. 

“In the first act, one of the smart Parisiennes 
vis'ting the dress-making salon, filled with 
mannikins and dressmakers, wears a day dress 
of pink velvet trimmed with swansdown; an- 
other a creation of violet velvet trimmed with 
fur, with a cer'se velvet jacket; a third wore 
a vivid green taffeta. A fourth dress seen in 
the play is of red taffeta. 

“One of the principal female characters wears 
a black satin drese with a white linen jacket,

little flounce, and a great green bar across the 
front, which a lady writer said reminded her 
of, ‘and indeed looked like a gate.’ The ap 
Pearance of this creation sent a thrill through 
the audience which was followed by a gasp of 
astonishment. Another gown is of taffeta of 
a brilliant green hue, with golden brown satin 
sleeves and an underskirt to match. The ac- 
tress who wore this oucfit completed it with 
a blue hat and carried a bright blue bag. One 
of the most elegant Paris actresses in the aud- 
fence was heard to remark: ‘This play ought 
to be named the Friederi bstrasse instead of 
the Rue de lq Paix!’ 

“The play, clumsily put together, ig very 
dull. The artistic part of the Rue de Ja Patx 
has been ignored, and it is only the shady side 
of the dressmaking world that hag been re- 
vealed to us—a side which {ts not interesting. 

“The first act is laid in the es.ablishment of 
M. Baudry, a great coutourier in the Rue de la 
Paix, and the second and third acts in the sa- 
lon of a rival firm in the Rue Saint-Honore, a 
house belonging to the Marquig d’Hautefort, a 
ruined nobleman, whose wife joins Lady de 
Leeds, an English woman, to carry on the busi- 
ness of dressmakers, and enable the Marquise 
to pay off the debt she owes to the firm in the 
Rue de la Paix, 

“In the opening tableau there ig much—too 
much—small talk among the mannaquins about 
the amourous intrigues of the clien.s; and an 
episode of a lost gold bag treacherously slipped 
into the drawer of the head saleswoman, which 
causes her to leave the firm and go with the 
one in the Rue Saint-Honore, The saleswoman, 
Mme. Le Franc, has been in love with Baudry 
for more than ten years, but Baudry loves his 
wife, Therese, so much in fact that he forgives 
her a very ugly intrigue with an Egyptian 
prince. Mme. Le Franc, confessing her love 
to Baudry, imploring him to give up his wife 
and take her. but Baudry’s lit:‘le daughter—of 
whom he believes himself to be the father— 
holds the heart-strings and keeps Baudry at 
home, where he sticks, even when he discovers 
the daughter is not his own. 

“The work was credi‘ably acted by Mme. 
Roggers, Iribe, Ellen-Andree, Marcy and MM. 
Duquesnel, Dax, Juvenet, Lefaur and Vincent.”’ 


There! Could you beat that for a criticism 
of a play? It must be remembered, too, that 
criticism is a serious business over here, and 
eritics weigh their verdic‘s carefully, balancing 
their critiques with just the proper proportions; 
big scenes get the bulk of the attention, li‘tle 
scenes just a little, and so on. Unlike some 
American critics, the European seldom picks 
some insignificant detail of a play and use that 
as the basis for a roast or qa ‘‘funny story,’’ at 
the expense of a serious-minded author and a 
worthy play. The above criticism, it seems to 
me, to be properly balanced; that is, with two- 
thirds devoted to the dresses worn and criti- 
cisms of them, and one-third to the play and 
the way it was acted. If yeu look at i: im the 
right way, the critique is a scream. Notice 
where, at one point in the lay, the audience 
gasps in amazement, and clings to the seats at 
the climax! A dress, a double-daring, thrilling 
dress, has suddenly come on the scene, and the 
audience appreciates the masterly turn the play 
has taken, and—gasps! 

Mme. Paquin built her part of the play well. 
If Hermant and de Toledo had done as much, 
Rue de la Paix would be qa knock-ont.

Doris started in the show business at an early 
date.

see that it would be impossible to divide the 
show into two parts when we visit the com- 
paratively small places. Primarily. to «plit up 
the circus, as you snggest, would necessitate 
the carrying of double the amount of para- 
phernalia—we should be required to carry an 
extra main tent and an extra menagerie tent. 
not to mention the other surplus canvases and 
parts of the outfit and the additional perform- 
ers and horses. In a word, we should be obliged 
to equip and transport two complete circuses, 
one of which we conld use only occasionally, 
when we exhibit in the little places. 

“It requires no reasoning at all to appreciate 
the utter foolishness of such a plan. 

‘Regarding the qhestion of its being financial 
ly profitable for a large show to visit villages 
no larger than Pancnsburg, I shall say: Not 
only are we patronized by the inhabitants of 
the village itself, but we have thonsands of 
patrons from the surrounding villages and 
country.”’

DANCERS STRIKE, 

At last it has come—the strike at the Paris 
Opera. France has had them everywhere else; 
almost every theatre in Paris has had from one 
to half a dozen, almost, in the past 12 months. 
®o it was the Opera’ s turn. 

The ballet went out on strike, demanding 
better pay and the discharge of two of the star 
@ancers, Mile. Zambelli and Mile. Ricotti. There 
was not the slightest grievance against the 
stars. The ballet corps simply claimed these 
two performers had given up their jobs to go 


elsewhere, had returned and been reinstated by 
Messrs, Broussan and Messager, as though 
Bothing had happened. The other dancers, 


thongh they liked the two principals, felt that 
two of their number should have been advanced 
to the pos‘s left by the other young women. 

The strike was really in two parts. In part 
ene, they asked for more pay for a certain di- 
vision of the ballet and' the discharge of the 
two young women named. Messrs. Broussan 
granted the increase in salary and compromised 
the other point. The Federation of the Spec- 
tarle declared itself satisfied or at least that 
was the impression given out by the Federa- 
tion’s announcement that ‘“‘the incident ap- 
peared to be closed.”’ 

Still that very night came Part II. After 
Monna Vanna had been performed, and the 
stage set for La Roussalka (the Russian ballet 
spoken of several times in The Billboard), 
there came a hitch—the ballet refused to take 
its position on the stage. All pleadings and 
threats of firing were vain; the strike was on.

The World said: *“‘When a playwright invites 
the public to exchange rea] money for the priv- 
jlege of seeing the first performance ef a sample 
of his work so uncompromisingly bad as the one 
which Owen Davis inflicted last n'ght upon the 
helpless audience at the Fulton Theatre, he 
shonld be more tactful in choosing its title. 
Making Good sugges:s a great variety of plays 
upon the words, but the shortest and best is the 
obvious one, ‘It didn’t.’ The single con- 
soling feature of the opening was that the seat- 
ing capaci:y of the Fulton is so small that it 
mercifully limited the number of the sufferers. 

“William Courtenay and M'‘ss Dorig Keane, 
who appear to be taking a midwinter vacation 
from their serious artisiic endeavors, figure un- 
.omfortably conspicuous in the cast, one as the 
sci n of wealth, who develops miraculous financial 
genius at the moment most beneficial to the 
plot, and the other as the gentle, restraining 
feminine influence from the tall timbers who 
leads a dissolu:e youth back to the paths of rec- 
titude.

“Making Good was rather q curio. and one 
wondered how it could have been read in order 
to get the coveted “production.” Certainly the 
language was not what one might call ‘‘li‘er- 
ary’’—even with the best of intentions. But 
plays are hard to get nowadays, and Making 
Good certainly adds a dash to the hardness.”’
